"When the full committee 


meets on the Menominee leg- 
islation, I shall ask them to 
amend it to provide full re- 
imbursement to the Indians 
for cost of termination as 
was allowed in one of my 
bills," Laird declared. "The 
subcommittee, in combining 
all of my four bills into one 
measure, cut the reimburse- 
ment provision 50 per cent. 


"The effect of this action 


would be that the Menominee 
tribe would have to pay one 
half of the termination costs 
from the years 1954 to 1958, 
for which they already have 
received full payment," he 
continued. "This means there 
would be an assessment of 
tribal members in excess of 
$100,000." 


Termination Date 


Other changes made 
by 


the committee in the Laird 
legislation was" placing the 
termination date at July 1, 
1961, instead of permitting 
the department of interior to 
d e c i d e when termination 
should take place. 


"The majority of the sub- 


committee members inform- 
ed me that they feel that be- 
cause congress handled the 
termination date in the first 
place, it should be required 
to continue to assume 
re- 


sponsibility in this matter," 
Laird said.

visions in the Laird bill which 
would authorize the granting 
of federal loans to the cor- 
poration being established by 
the tribe.

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Expense Records Should be Public 


Speaker Sara Raybura (D-Texas) acted 


wisely in opening House expense records to 
the press and the public. His action becante 
necessary because House Clerk Ralph R. 
Roberts had closed the records to newsmen 
after he discovered that two of them were 
copying the records and photographing 
some of them. Roberts said he had acted 
under an old House rule requiring him to 
keep the files private unless the House 
ordered otherwise. 


The reporters, representing the Chicago 


Daily News, who had copied the records 
and written articles from them claimed 
that their examination of the accounts in- 
dicated that some few members of Con- 
gress had charged bar bills, expenses for 
their wives and the cost of parties in their 
travel accounts. The -report caused little 
commotion until Roberts closed the records 
to public view and shortly thereafter the 
whole nation was aware that there might be 
something wrong with Congressional ex- 
pense accounts. 


It appears that the situation is not 


nearly as bad as many people have been 
led to believe. Many congressmen have 
plausible explanations for the charges 
made against them. Rep. Harris (D-Ark.) 
whose account indicated some money had 
been spent at a bar explained that the bill 
was for food eaten in the "Bar Surf" cafe- 
teria type dining room at a hotel in Hawaii. 
Stories had pointed out also that Rep. Omar 
Burleson (D-Tex.) and head of the House 
administrative committee, which has 
charge of auditing these House expense ac- 
counts, had collected $12 a day expense al- 
lowance for 84 days of the 88 days from 
Oct. 1 to Dec. 27, 1958, including Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. Burleson told news- 
men later that the expenses were for of- 
ficial travel on official business such as in- 


vestigating charges of violation of election 
laws and the Hatch act. 


The bills submitted by the congressmen 


may have been proper In most Instances. 
Nevertheless many members of Congress 
including Rep. Burleson and Speaker Ray- 
burn have indicated they entertain some 
suspicion of cheating in these expense ac- 
counts. They have indicated they will tight- 
en up in the future, but all indications are 
that the business of Congressional expense 
accounts soon will be back in the old rou- 
tine. 


What is needed is a revision of the en- 


tire practice in Congress. For instance, con- 
gressmen are permitted, as Rep. Burleson 
did, to enter a charge of $12 per day for 
each day of travel and no further account- 
ing is required if the bills do not exceed 
$12. Certainly very little travel in these 
days can be done at the rate of $12 a day 
and it is quite possible that congressmen 
preferring not to make detailed reports 
will charge for additional days to make up 
what they consider a fair amount. Whether 
Rep. Burleson did this we are not prepared 
to say. Congressmen may believe their ac- 
counts are justified but for the sake of the 
public and to keep the cheaters straight a 
definite accounting system should be 
adopted. 


Congress and the Internal Revenue 


Service find it a very simple matter to re- 
quire business people to make exact re- 
ports on their expenses. If such reports are 
not forthcoming they are disallowed as 
legitimate expenses. Since Congress ap- 
proves such practice for the citizens it 
should be willing to accept it for its own 
members. They should be required to make 
detailed and correct charges for travel and 
all other expenses just as people in other 
lines of work.

It is well to remember that degradation 


comes to man in many forms and at various 
times in life. It may be joblessness, a show 
of cowardice, hunger, fear or even sorrow. 
We can't believe that a man or,boy will 
change simply because he feels degraded. 


Throwback 


The mountain men of another century 


are gone and so, too, is the last frontier in 
the United States. But there still are lonely 
wanderers who live in the vast reaches of 
almost uninhabited land far to the north. 
Such a man is Matt Murphy, now over 70, 
who has spent the last 35 years in a small 
cabin near Musk Ox Lake, not far from 
the shores of the Arctic ocean. 


Matt spent one year on the "outside" in 


the 1920's, and he dropped in briefly at 
Fort Smith this year to sell some pelts and 
tell the government authorities about a 
massive caribou movement. But he is-not 
entirely alone in the land he calls his home.

Liberalism 
is. the one

public office stresses more 
often than any other. Despite 
the fakers who try to make 
the word "liberal" synony- 
mous with "red," the Amer- 
ican people rush to rehabili- 
tate the liberal 
tradition 


whenever it is shaky. The 
pattern is the same whether 
It is America of the McCar- 
thy era or France of the 
reign of Terror/ 


An Example 


As a consequence, some- 


times oo term can be as mis- 
leading as the label "liber- 
al." Take the example of 
Hamilton and Jefferson who 
were on opposite sides of 
the political fence. Hamilton 
' believed in a strong central 
Iovernment, a national gov- 
ernment so strong there was 
no possibility of placing any 


checks upon its power. Jef- 
ferson hated and feared a 
centralized gover n m e n t. 
Hamilton's ideas and deci- 
sions were nearly always 
correct with respect to the 
future of this country. Jef- 
ferson imagined America's 
future as a great agricultur- 
al nation. He not only closed 
his eyes to industrialization 
but determined to fight it 
tooth and nail. Hamilton 
stood on the banks of the 
Hudson River and 
said, 


"Someday a great empire 
city will stand here." Jef- 
ferson spoke of an agrarian 
society composed of small 
county seats and farmers. 


Then why is it a liberal 


thinks of himself as a Jeffer- 
sonian when modern Amer- 
ican liberalism has always 
espoused a strong federal 
government and a highly in- 
dustrialized 
society? 
The 


reason is Jefferson's human- 
ism — hii concern for peo- 
ple. State's rights or not, 
when you think of anything 
political in terms of people 
you are on the right side. 
Hamilton was nearly always 
right, but he also said, "The 
people is a beast." Jefferson 
fought 
for 
the 
Virginia 


statute of religious freedom. 
When he wrote his will he 
made certain that that would 
be written on his tombstone. 


What They Gave U« 


Thus, the liberals (Jeffer- 


son), who were in control 
of • strong federal fovera- 
ment (Hamilton), gave ui 
social security, a minimum 
wages and hours law, unem- 
ployment insurance, and col- 
lectivf bargaining. 


It would seem* that a liber- 


al is a man who does not de- 
sire to detach himself from 
those elements in society he 
wishes to reform. I think 
that of all the great Ameri- 
can liberals, former North

Graham 
(now with 
the 


United Nations) said it best 
of all: "May our America be 
a place where democracy is 
achieved without vulgarity, 
difference wit h o u t hate, 
where the majority is with- 
out tyranny, and the minori- 
ty without fear, where the 
least of these our brethren 
have the freedom to struggle 
for freedom, where respect 
for the past is not reaction 
and the hope of the future is 
not revolution."
